They in- 
spected the Anheuser-Busch bottl- 
ing plant today, had lunch there 
and were to go to City Art Mu- 
seum later in the afternoon to see 
the model of the proposed me- 
morial, complete with archway, 
buildings and landscaping.

Memorial Plaque at Site 
of Old Theater Dedi- 
cated — Luncheon and 
Other Meetings.

Observance of the thirtieth an- 
niversary of the founding of the 
American Legion in St. Louis in 
May 1919 started today with a 
luncheon in DeSoto Hotel. Brig. 
Gen. Lawrence H. Whiting, nation- 
al president of the Society of 
American Legion Founders, spoke 
at the meeting. 

Following the luncheon, which 
also was addressed by John E. 
Ferris, secretary of the society, a 
dedicatory service was held at the 
memorial plaque on the building 
of the Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri. Dr. W. A. Phares, past 
American Legion Department com- 
mander of Kansas, conducted these 
services. 

The plaque marks the site of the 
old Shubert-Jefferson Theater, 
where World War I veterans held 
their caucus May 8 to 10, 1919, to 
form the legion. Organization of 
the legion was started in Paris 
two months earlier and completed 
here. 

A parade, headed by the Third 
Infantry United States Marine 
Corps Reserve Band, marched 
from Twelfth boulevard and 
Washington avenue. Veterans’ 
organizations, high schoo] bands 
and service groups were in the 
line of march.

Hammer Tells of Es- 
cape at Daytona Beach 
— He Is Arrested, 


WEST PALM BEACH, Fia., May 
7 (UP)—Mrs. Andrea Luckenbach 
Hammer, heiress to millions 
amassed by the steamship family, 
charged in a complaint on file 
with county authorities today that 
her husband beat her and kept her 
prisoneron their yacht for eight 


days. 

Her husband, Frederick O. Ham- 
mer, 41 years old, was being held 
in Daytona Beach, Fla., where, 
Mrs. Hammer told officials, she 
escaped from their yacht Haman- 
dy yesterday afternoon. 

Hammer, a society horseman, 
Was arrested last night at the re- 
quest of Palm Beach county au- 
thorities. 

The information.on which a war- 
rant for Hammer's arrest was is- 
sued said: 

“On April 28 while living on the 
boat Hamandy docked at the 
West Palm Beach Marine dock, 
Frederick O. Hammer allegedly 
beat his wife with his fists and 
a flashlight, doing bodily harm.” 

Wife Signs Affidavit. 

Palm Beach County Solicitor T. 
Harold Williams said he issued 
the information on the basis of 
an affidavit sworn to by Mrs. 
Hammer in which she said Ham- 
mer held -her prisoner “under 
close surveillance” until the Ham- 
andy docked in Daytona Beach 
yesterday. 

The Associated Press reported 
Williams said he understood that 
Hammer first obtained medical 
attention for his wife, then took 
her to Daytona Beach aboard the 
yacht, 

Mrs. Hammer “escaped from the 
boat while her husband was away 
for a time” and fled to her Palm 
Beach home by plane, Williams 
Said. 

Hammer was taken into custody 
on the aggravated assault charge 
without argument. 

In her affidavit, Mrs. Hammer 
accused her husband of being ex- 
tremely abusive, having a cold at- 
titude, and of harboring the illu- 
sion that the Luckenbach family 
was trying to take his wife’s for- 
tune away from her. 

The affidavit was in the public 
records for a time but Williams 
withdrew it, asserting it was con-

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FORD PLANT HERE 


TO COSE BECAUSE 
BOF DETROIT STRKE 
1550 AFFECTED 


Parts Shortage to Force 
Shutdown Wednesday 
—Local Assembly Fac- 
tory Not Involved in 
Speed-Up Row. 


The Ford Motor Co.’s Lincoln- 
Mercury assembly plant in St. 
Louis county, with 1550 assembly 
line workers, will close Wednes- 
day, due to a parts shortage 
caused by the strike of 65,000 
Ford employes at Detrojt. 

The loeal plant, situated north 
of Lambert-St. Louis Field, is not 
involved in the dispute, which is 
over speed-up charges, and con- 
tinued production following the 
walkout at Detroit last Wednes- 


day. 
It was announced at Detroit to- 


have already closed and that nine 
assembly plants, including St. 
Louis and Chicago, will be shut 
down next week, or the week fol- 
lowing. P. S. Mabie, plant manager 
here, stated on Thursday that sup- 
plies on hand would permit con- 
tinued operations “well into next 
week.“ 
1900 Employed Here. 

A company spokesman today 
said indications at closing time 
last night were that the shutdown 
would occur next Wednesday. Of- 
ficial announcement of the closing 
date followed, from Detroit. The 
St. Louis plant has a total of 1900 
employes, of whom about 350 will 
not be immediately affected by the 
closing. The plant does not oper- 
ate on Saturday. 


DEARBORN MAYOR 
ASKS FOR MEETING 


DETROIT, May 7 (AP)—A peace 
move in the strike of 65,000 Ford 
workers was instituted by Dear- 
born’s Mayor Orville L. Hubbard 
today. 

He proposed a meeting of Ford 
and CIO United Auto Workers 
negotiators at his office next 
Thursday for a “supreme civic 
effort” to end the walkout. 

There was no early reply from 
the company or the union, which 
are locked in a fight over the 
UAW charge of a speed-up in Ford 
plants. 

Since noon Thursday Ford's big 
Rouge plant in suburban Dearborn 
and its Lincoln-Mercury factory in 
Detroit have been idle. 

Supplier Plants Close. 

A pinch on small Ford supplier 
plants was beginning to be felt as 
the strike entered its third day. A 
number of shutdowns, and impend- 
ing closings, were announced. Sev- 
eral thousand men are involved. 

Some small plants in Michigan 
were closing. Ferro Machine, a 
Cleveland supplier, laid off 2000 
men. 

Ford announced that, starting 
next week, 8000 men would be laid 
off at assembly plants in St. Louis, 
Metuchen, N. J.; Los Angeles, 
Minneapolis-St. Paul, and Iron 
Mountain, Mich. 

Murray Corp. of America, a 
major Ford supplier in Detroit, 
said it expected to close next 
week, making 7000 men idle. 

From another quarter in the in- 
dustry—the UAW in a General 
Motors plant—came also a charge 
of speed-up. A Chevrolet assembly- 
line unit at Flint voted 516 to 17 
to go on strike, subject to the in- 
ternational’s approval. A union 
spokesman in Detroit, however, 
said it was felt the dispute could 
be settled at the plant level.

WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP) — 
The Senate passed and sent to the 
House yesterday a bill to reor- 
ganize the State Department 
along the lines suggested by the 
Hoover commission. 

This would increase from six 
to 10 the number of Assistant 
Secretaries of State, charging 
them with administrative respon- 
sibility in certain fields. 

In approving the bill earlier, 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee said that as a conse- 
quence, “the Secretary and Under- 
Secretary will be freed to give 
fullest possible time to the 
broader aspects of American for- 
eign policy and its administra- 
tion.” 

As approved by the Senate on 
a unanimous voice vote, the meas- 
ure would bring the foreign serv- 
ice directly under the wing of 
the Secretary of State, ending its 
previous semi-independent status. 

Three Variances in Bill. 

The bill varies in three respects 
from the recommendations of the 
commission under former Presi- 
dent Hoover which has been 
studying the whole Government 
administration setup with a view 
to overhaul, 

It retains the counselor and 
legal adviser the commission said 
could be dispensed with. 

The commission recommended 
that two Deputy Under-Secretary 
jobs be created, but the Senate 
decided to give the Secretary 
power to appoint any two of his 
assistants to serve in that capa- 
city. 

Although the Hoover commis- 
sion urged that the office of di- 
rector general of the foreign ser- 
vice be abolished, the Senate de- 
cided to retain that office but to 
give it only staff authority. 

Assistant secretaries would be 
named for public affairs, con- 
gressional relations, economic and 
social policy, international organ- 
ization affairs, American repub- 
lics affairs, European affairs, Far 
Eastern affairs and Near Eastern 
and African affairs, in addition 
to two who would serve as Deputy 
Under-Secretaries. 

The committee said it had been 
assured the State Department will 
not ask for additional funds to 
carry out the plan but, in fact, 
will reduce its force somewhat. 

Central Agency Approved. 

In another action bearing on re- 
ports by the Hoover commission, 
the Senate Expenditures Commit- 
tee yesterday approved legislation 
to put government management 
under a central agency. 

The new branch would be called 
the Office of General Services. A 
director would be named by the 
President. It would be responsible 
for supply, records management 
and the operation and mainte- 
nance of public buildings. 

The Hoover commission said 
much money could be saved by 
putting the “housekeeping” job in 
one agency. 

The Senate Armed Service Com- 
mittee tentatively agreed to give 
the Secretary of Defense limited 
authority to transfer personnel 
between branches of the armed 
forces. 

The agreement was reached 
after a hot argument between 
Senators over preserving the Ma- 


men in connection with wildcat 
strikes which preceded the union’s 
formal walkout Thursday. 

Union sound truc blared out 
the word of the discharges, and 
catcalls came from pickets. There 


was no trouble, however. 

One of the penalized men was 
Mike Donnelly, chairman of the 
UAW unit in the Rouge plant B 
assembly line building, center of 
the speed-up dispute. 

Prior to Mayor Hubbard’s peace 
meeting proposal, neither the UAW 
nor Ford had made any public 
effort to resume negotiations. 

One of the world’s “richest little 
cities,” Dearborn is the home of 
the huge Ford Motor Co. Ford 
taxes carry much of the munici- 
pal financial load in the city of 
85,000 population. 

In Dispute With Ford. 

Hubbard, a veteran in office, 
has engaged in controversy with 
Ford on several occasions in mat- 
ters touching on public affairs.

An agreement under which prop- 
erty of Mrs. Elizabeth S. Delany, 
valued at $300,000, was put in trust 
for the benefit of her former cook 
and the cook’s family was set 
aside today by Circuit Judge 
James F. Nangle, who termed the 
agreement “unconscionable, unfair, 
unreasonable and arbitrary.”

The trust agreement, 
naming John T. Sluggett IIT trus- 
tee, had been made the previous 
Jan. 8.

US, BRITAIN JUIN 
FORGES IN RADIO 
WAR WITH RUSSIA 


Use 61 Transmitters 


Against 60 With Which 


Jammed Programs. 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
The United States and Britain 
fired their opening guns today in 
an unprecedented peacetime ra- 
dio war with Russia. 

In an attempt to smash through 
a Soviet noice blockade, they used 
a battery of 61 transmitters, all 
blasting at once, to hurl a bar- 
rage of Russian-language broad- 
casts in the direction of Moscow. 

The “Voice of America” told

Pan-American Pilot Says Vis- 
ibility was 20 Miles at 
Time of Explosion. 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
Pan-American Airways told the 
Navy yesterday that anti-aircraft 
fire from a carrier task force burst 
in the general vicinity of one of its 
big planes near New York on 
April 15. 

The shells burst at the same 
height of the plane, 6500 feet, but 
were about one half mile off to the 
right, the airline reported. No one 
was hurt, and no damage was done 
to the plane. 

The plane was a Lockheed Con- 
stellation, inbound from Bermuda 
to New York with a light passen- 
ger load. 

The pilot, R. C. Gerber, Pan- 
American said, reported that there 
was clear visibility for 20 miles at 
the time of the incident, about 10 
o’clock in the morning, and that he 
had spotted an aircraft carrier and 
several destroyers.

“Voice of America transmissions 
in the Russian language have been 
interfered with wilfully since early 
1948 by jammers located within 
the Soviet Union. In more recent 
months, there has been an in- 
crease in this deliberate inter- 
ference. 

“Since April 24, systematic, 
severe and wholesale interference 
has been imposed by additional 
Soviet jammers, not only on Voice 
of America Russian - language 
transmissions, but on B. B. C. Rus- 
sian-language transmissions in- 
tended for the Soviet Union as 
well, 

“The nature of this deliberate 
interference follows a pattern 
similar to the systematic jamming 
of shortwave broadcasts conducted 
by the Nazis during the war. 
Obviously somebody considers it 
dangerous to permit the Soviet 
people to listen to truthful, infor- 
mation from a free radio.”

| British Officials Indicate 


Foreign Ministers May 
Start From Scratch in 
Effort to Reach Settle- 
ment on Reich.

LONDON, May 7 (AP)—A For- 
eign Office spokesman said today 
Britain, France and the United 
States will hold preliminary talks 
in Paris before sitting down with 
Russia in the Big Four foreign 


ministers’ conference on Germany 
May 23. 

He said the three powers would 
be represented by “senior per- 
sons” at the pre-conference talks. 
In Washington the State De- 
partment said two of its top offi- 
cials will leave for Paris within 
a week to take part in the pre- 
liminary discussions. The two are 
Ambassador-at-Large Philip Jes- 
sup, Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son’s No, 1 negotiator, and Charles 
E. Bohlen, State Department 
counselor and one of Acheson’s 
chief advisers on German and 
Russian policy issues. 

Statement by Briton. 

The British Foreign Office 
spokesman told reporters the pre- 
liminary discussions in Paris are 
the result of contacts which there 
were between Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin, Foreign Minister 
Robert Schuman and Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson in Washing- 
ton.” 

He added that in the Washing- 
ton talks last month “certain 
agreed positions were adopted and 
in the light of commitments un- 
dertaken, there will be talks in 
Paris.” 

Officials in Washington said the 
decision to hold the three-power 
Policy talks was based on the fact 
that the Western nations have al- 
ready agreed on their program for 
western Germany and that it is 
inevitable they should hold com- 
mon discussions on matters com- 
ing up in the Big Four foreign 
ministers sessions. 

Plan for Open Agenda. 

American, British and French 
experts already have begun to ex- 
change ideas on conference strate- 
gy. They are making every effort 
to avoid giving Russia the idea 
that they are “ganging up” on it. 

British officials said they ex- 
pected the four foreign ministers 
to discard records of old bicker- 
ings, when they sit down together, 
and start from scratch on a Ger- 
man settlement. These officials 
said yesterday the ministers will 
have an open agenda. Observers 
said this means representatives of 
the four powers hope to avoid re- 
opening old quarrels. 

British Foreign Office experts 
have begun work on a new state- 
ment of political and economic 
principles which they feel should 
govern any German settlement, of- 
ficial sources said. In this they 
are taking into account develop- 
ments since the last four-power 
conference in London in Decem- 
ber 1947. 

These include the three Western 
powers’ agreements to: 

1. Merge the three western oc- 
cupation zones into Trizonia. 

2. Put Germany’s industrially 
rich Ruhr valley under control of 
the United States, Britain, 
France, Belgium, The WNether- 
lands and Luxembourg. 

3. Raise the level of German 
industrial production and reduce 
drastically the program of dis- 
mantling German industries. 

4. Give The Netherlands, Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg portions 
of Germany’s border territory. 

5. Set up a west German fed- 
eral republic by July 15. 

Soviet Proposal on Troops. 
Another development to be faced 
is Russia’s call for withdrawal of 
all occupation forces one year 
after the signing of an all-German 
peace settlement. 

France, a spokesman said, be- 
lieves the west should bargain only

Britain’s Foreign Secretary Er- 
nest Bevin, accompanied by a doc- 
tor, flew to Berlin today for con- 
ferences wit British officials 
there.

CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., May 7— 
The question of whether the state 
will demand’ the death penalty 
for Dr. Robert C. Rutledge Jr., St. 
Louis pediatrician, may remain 


unanswered until almost the end 
of his murder trial. 

Although an informed source in- 
dicated the state will not ask the 
jury to bring in a death sentence 
if it finds Dr. Rutledge guilty, 
Linn County Attorney William W. 
Crissman, who will direct the 
prosecution, said: There's no 
basis for the report.” 

Crissman pointed out that if 
his opening statement to the jury 
Monday does not include a. re- 
quest for the. death penalty, he 
could ask for it later in the trial, 
particularly in his closing argu- 
ment. 

During four-day examina- 
tion of prospective jurors, Criss- 
man and his assistant, David Eld- 
erkin, made a point of asking each 
person if he or she were opposed 
to capital punishment. Of the six 
who said they were, only one was 
chosen for the jury. 

Crissman also denied a report 
the state “would be glad to settle 
for a mere conviction.” 

Although the state has only a 
circumstantial case against Dr. 
Rutledge, charged with killing 
Byron C. Hattman because of the 
latter’s attentions to Mrs. Rut- 
ledge, Crissman contends the chain 
of evidence is strong enough for 
conviction.

For though this vote may have reflected 
the feeling of some that such use of federal 
funds would not be objectionable, it was prob- 
ably even more the expression of a feeling that 
legislatively the question did not need.to be 
brought up at all. 

If any attempt is made to use federal funds 
for church schools, we may be sure it will be 
challenged immediately in the courts. And what 
would the courts do? 

Here is a perténent sentence from Justice 


Black's opinion in the Vashti McCollum deci- 


sion: No tax in any amount, large or small, can 
be levied to support any religious activities or 
institutions, whatever they may -be called or 
whatever form they may adopt to teach or prac- 


tice religion.”

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The Urgency of Third Street 

Mayor Darst is looking out for St. Louis’ best 
interests when he says he will oppose the Webbe 
bill at Jefferson City to delay construction of the 
Third street trafficway for at least two years. 

The widening of Third street is a key measure 
in the development of a modern traffic system 
for downtown St. Louis.

They revealed also that they do not now trust 
the voters even to pass on the question of a con- 
stitutional convention. Frank O. Lowden, out- 
standing Republican Governor, worked for a 
convention to .modernize Illinois’ basic law 30 
years ago. Yet most Republican House mem- 
bers are now opposed to giving the voters a 
chance to take the issue to the polls! 

Gov. Stevenson meets this defeat for IIlinois 
on a high level of non-partisanship. He says 
that he will “continue and increase” his efforts 
“to give the people a chance to vote.” This 
means he will carry it into the 1950 legislative 
campaign. Meantime, he has asked Democrats 
in the House to approve the so-called “gateway 
amendment” passed by the G.O.P.-controlled 
Senate. The purpose of this amendment is to 
ease the amending process and to allow three 
amendments to be submitted at one election. 

Although he questions the sincerity of this 
proposal, Gov. Stevenson favors using the stop- 
gap device for whatever progress can be made 
with it. To that end he proposes for considera- 
tion for the first three amendments: 1. More 
equitable tax assessment; 2. legislative redis- 
tricting; 3. consolidation of overlapping local 
government units. These all are urgent, but 
they hardly more than scratch the surface of the 
changes which need to be made. That is why a 
constitutional convention must surely be held in 
time, unless state administration is to break 
down in Illinois. 

The handful of legislators who knifed the 
constitutional convention because Gov. Steven- 
son would not sell out the bills to combat organ- 
ized crime are marked men. Their constituents 
should sweep them out when and if they are 
brazen enough to seek re-election next year.

The charges brought against Mr. Leo 
Durocher of the New York Giants by one 
Mr. Fred Boysen of Brooklyn are not the 
first of the kind he has been called upon 
to answer. Just five years ago Mr. 
Durocher, then manager of the Dodgers, 
was made defendant in an aq; ion for crimi- 
nal assault on the complaint of a man 
who said that he had been so badly beaten 
at the Brooklyn ball park that he was 
confined for a month 
to the hospital.

Mr. Durocher, after 

denying that he had 

so much as touched Leo Durocher 

the complainant, was acquitted of the 
charges, along with his co-defendant, ,* 
special policeman at Ebbets Field. 

Mr. Durocher has been in many other 
difficulties, including a boycott against his 
club organized in certain religious quarters 
which considered him a bad example to 
youth. He has always been unpopular 
among his professional colleagues for va- 
rious reasons including his gifts as a vitu- 
perative bench jockey. 

Nevertheless, in the present case he ap- 
pears to have their sympathy and support, 
for many of them have on occasion felt 
like dealing with their own tormentors as 
he is supposed to have dealt with Mr. 
Boysen. 

The fact that Mr. Boysen is a Negro 
has, of course, nothing to do with the 
merits of the case, but it has probably ex- 
acerbated passions on both sides. The al- 
leged assault on Mr. Boysen is supposed to 
have taken place at the Polo Grounds re- 
cently. Both players and spectators were 
swarming in some confusion across the 
field at the conclusion of a game between 
the Dodgers and Giants. One witness has 
sworn that it was Mr. Boysen who aimed 
a blow at Durocher, missed, lost his bal- 
ance and fell, causing the witness, impelled 


by the pressure of the crowd behind him, 
to trip over the man. 

Another witness has stated that through- 
out the game Mr. Boysen from the stands 
had been Joudly addressing Mr. Durocher 
on many topics not directly related to base- 
ball. Some of Mr. Boysen's observations, 
according to this witness, a Mr. Julius 
November, referred to Mr. Durocher's wife 
and were “quite indecent.” 


Certainly, many patrons of baseball seem 
to believe that the price of admission in- 
cludes the right to insult the players in 
any way the patron may please. In this 
many baseball men appear to concur, tak- 
ing the somewhat cynical attitude that if 
attendance at games were limited to those 
who have a purely esthetic interest in the 
proceedings, professional baseball would 
soon be bankrupt.

But there was 
one afternoon when the batters were giv- 
ing him a bad time of it and part of the 
crowd burst into barbaric war whoops, 
which was quite unfair because the Chip- 
pewas are one of the five civilizéd tribes. 
_ At one point, the Chief decided he had 
had as much of it as the rules required him 
to take. He walked with majestic stride 
to the first base line where his tormentors 
were congregated, and addressed them as 
follows: 

“You ignorant, ill-bred foreigners—if you 
don’t like the way Tm doing things out 
there, why don’t you just pack up and go 
back to your own countries?” *

When Natalie Anderson Scott’s “The 
Story of Mrs. Murphy” appeared in 1947, it 
was hailed as a daring fictional approach 
to the problem of the drunkard.

In a sense Miss Scott’s new book is an 
historical novel set in eighteenth century 
Massachusetts with its Puritanical trap- 
pings.

When the story opens, Cassie Harris is a 
sweet, at times daringly tolerant young 
miss of marriageable age, well brought up 
by her comfortably situated parents and 
eagerly looking forward to a home of her 
own.

Three former United States Army 
officers denied under oath yester- 
day that German storm troopers 
imprisoned for the Malmedy mas- 
sacre were mistreated or tortured. 

The witnesses’ duties had includ- 
ed guarding and supplying the 
German prisoners held at Schwa- 
bische Hall prison in Germany 
after their arrest. 

The three testified before a Sen- 
ate armed services subcommittee 
now conducting the fourth offi- 
cial investigation into charges that 
the storm troopers were maltreat- 
ed and tortured to obtain confes- 


sions. 


Originally 29 Germans were sen- 
tenced to death and many got life | 


and long prison terms after their 
conviction of shooting down un- 
armed American prisoners near 
Malmedy, Belgium. Six Germans 
still await execution under death 
sentences. Others have escaped 
with life terms or reduced prison 
terms after successive investiga- 
tions.

All three former officers said 
black hoods were placed over the 
heads of German prisoners when 
they were moved about or ques- 
tiéned. They said this was done 
to prevent prisoners from talking 
with each other or knowing who 
was still held or being ques- 
tioned. 

William T. Fitzgerald, insurance 
man from Pittsburgh, Pa., said 
he was “acting commander” of 
the prison as first lieutenant 
when the Malmedy prisoners ar- 
rived. 

He recalled that on arrival one 
prisoner “fought the guards” who 
pushed him into the cell and his 
jaw was injured against a wall. 

That was the only incident he 


could recall, he testified, except 


when prisoners were put on bread- 
and-water for trying to send 
notes to each other.

COMMENDS CAMPNEA 
TO ADMIT Ms 


Chancellor Compton ‘Very 
Glad’ to See Washington 
U. Students’ Action. 


The student campaign to admit 
Negro undergraduates to Wash- 
ington University was commended 
by Chancellor Arthur H. Comp- 
ton yesterday as a good example 
of the fight for personal freedom 
“in which education is our main 
line of defense.” 

“Educators must train students 
to ‘wrestle’ with controversial sub- 
jects,” he said at a luncheon of 
the St. Louis chapter of the Sons 
of the Revolution at the Univer- 
sity Club. “Students must learn 
to get and sort out their infor- 
mation, so that they may come 
out with reasonable conclusions 
when the time of need comes.” 
Compton said he was “very 
glad“ to see the drive develop on 
campus, but observed that its stu- 
dent leaders were incidentally 
learning “how not to carry on a 
campaign.” 

His remarks were made in a 
discussion of the functions of a 
democratic university. He listed 
military, economic and socigjogi- 
cal hazards of modern society 
which adequate universities can 
combat, and described spiritual 
questions as most serious of all. 
Totalitarian education is con- 
cerned with the individual as a 
tool of the state, he said, while a 
democratic school seeks “the value 
of persons.” 

Graduates of Middle Western 
universities are taking a leading 
part in shaping the nation’s 
thought, Compton said. He re- 
ferred to a study showing that 60 
per cent of native-born American 


scientists whose names are 
“starred” in “American Men of 
Science” were born in inland 
states, yet 60 per cent of the scien- 
tific leaders are living and work- 
ing on the East Coast, and only 
25 per cent are in inland states. 

‘Tf we continue to send many 
of our most promising young peo- 
ple away to study, we must draw 
an equivalent number here from 
outside,” he said. “Those who 
come here to work tend to suc- 
cumb in time to the ‘lure of Down 
East,’ and those who stay on are 
usually natives of our region.” 

This “drain” on intellectual re- 
sources is notably absent in bio- 
chemistry and some other fields, 
he pointed out. “Faculty and stu- 
dent morale at the university ‘is 
remarkably high, and our growth 
will go on,” he said. 

Fewer St. Louisans will send 
their children to the Ivy League” 
schools of the east, Compton pre- 
dicted, when proposed dormitories 
are built. “Of our 2500 full-time 
students from outside St. Louis, 
only 800 can be housed with pres- 
ent. facilities. If we could house 
St. Louis students also, we could 
offer advantages of college life im- 
possible in a ‘streetcar univer- 
sity,” he said. 

Compton said it was hoped that 
construction of a new chemistry 
building would begin by next sum- 
mer, although funds have not been 
obtained. 1 

“Busch Hall, which served 300 
chemistry students 45 years ago, 
is hardly adequate for today’s 
thousands,” he said. He referred 
to the university’s fund campaign 
for a physical rehabilitation train- 
ing and research center as a third 
major expansion objective.

Gov. Stevenson 
Finds Growing 
Costs a Blow 


Welfare Payments 
Factor in Record 
Illinois Budget.

SPRINGFIELD, III. 
7 HE mounting costs and spread- 


ing responsibilities of the new 

welfare government are begin- 
ning to show up dramatically in 
the great industrial states. 

It came as a real blow to Adlal 
Stevenson—the new Democratic 
governor elected here by an un- 
precedented majority to clean up 
the debris of the Dwight Green 
administration—that he must offer 
Illinois the biggest budget in its 
history, totaling $1,055,000,000. 

Gov. Stevenson has succeeded in 
cutting operating costs by dump- 
ing the free-wheeling Green pay- 
rollers who, alas, included 40 state 
editors. If the Stevenson adminis- 
tration could be compared to 
Green’s only in this sector, he will 
score. 

But as he tersely told the Legis- 
lature: only one-third of the 
budget is for operation of the 
state government; two-thirds, is 
for construction, debt service, tax 
refunds and for distribution to 
local governments for ecucation, 
highways, welfare, and for pay- 
ments to the aged, dependent chil- 
dren and others. In particular the 
welfare payments are rising and 
promise to continue to do so. 

Lists the Factors. 

With brutal frankness the new 
governor admitted he was not do- 
ing the most provident budgeting, 
especially in a time of economic 
uncertainty like the present. But 
e listed variqus factors over 

ich the state had no real con- 
trol: Increased population, which 


dren in schools, the pressure on 
the state for more welfare serv- 
ices, and the necessity of match- 
ing federal with state funds. 

These problems are of course 
familiar to the Republican gov- 
ernors of New York and Califor- 
nia, Messrs. Dewey and Warren. 
They too have had to meet them 
with bigger budgets and taxes— 
in their case, meaning they are 
under fire for “New Dealism” in 
their party which for Stevenson 
at least is not a drawback. 
Stevenson was not precisely 
taken unawares by the situation. 
He is a liberal Democrat who 
supports the party policy nation- 
ally. But the magnitude of a 
conscientious governor’s task in 
Illinois slightly staggers him and 
he wishes he could be more cer- 
tain that people generally realize 
what political life is like these 
days. It appears that the Legisla- 
ture doesn’t know or doesn’t care 
—it has just made it necessary 
for him to continue operating 
under a 79-year-old constitution 
which can be amended only with 
extreme difficulty. 

the Forefront. 

Stevenson is the grandson and 
namesake of one of Grovér Cleve- 
land’s vice presidents, The gov- 
ernorship is his first elective of- 
fice though he held important 
jobs in the Navy and State de- 
partments in Washington prior 
to and during the war. His great 
victory last fall puts him in the 
forefront of presidential possi- 
bilities. —

Since then, Indo- 
nesians have waged guerrilla war- 
fare against the Dutch while the 
United Nations sought a formula 
for settling the dispute. 

The Dutch are committed to a 
policy of gradual independence 
for Indonesia, under a union with 
the Dutch crown, but contended 
last December that “terrorists” 
were at work trying to seize the 
islands and launched their “police 
action” to stop these efforts. The 
Indonesians charged the Dutch 
were trying to snuff out the re- 
public.

New Labor Bill Indicated.

Sims, who introduced the orig- 
inal compromise, said the new 
measure might provide for both 
plant seizure and injunctions in 
national emergency disputes.

United States Delegate Ray 
Atherton told the 58-nation com- 
mittee: , 

“Despite assertions to the 
contrary we have no military al- 
liance with Spain, we have 
given no military assistance to 
Spain, no military or naval mis- 
sions are maintained in Spain. 
The United States has no air 
bases anywhere on Spanish ter- 
ritory, We have made no over- 
tures towards bringing Spain 
into the United Nations or into 
the European Recovery Pro- 
gram or the North Atlantic 
Treaty. Spanish participation in 
such co-operative projects is a 
matter of determination by all 
participants and not by the 
United States alone.” 

Charges by Gromyko. 

Gromyko said Americans are 
{ trying to take over mercury and 
uranium mines in Spain “in line 
with their desire to take over all 
raw materials in the world con- 
nected with the production of 
atomic energy.” 

He asserted that numerous 
American politicians openly state 
that the United States should take 
all necessary measures to “make 
Spain a military and strategic 
base to be used in a future war, 
prepared by aggressive circles of 
the United States and the United 
Kingdom.” A network of airfields 
is being built in Spain, he said, 
adding that talks between Ameri- 
can and Spanish officers had led 
to increased deliveries of war ma- 
terial to Spain by the United 
States. 

Vote on Israel Delayed. 

A test vote on another hotly de- 
bated issue — Israel — appeared to 
be postponed in the Assembly’s 
Special Political Committee. The 
committee voted over Egyptian 
objections today to close the list 
of speakers. The vote was 25 to 8. 
There are 20 akers on the list 
and this made it probable no vote 
would come until Monday. 

The U.N. Social Committee voted 
yesterday to postpone until next 
September the drafting of an in- 
ternational treaty’ on freedom of 
information.

Built First Movie House 
Here—Leader in In- 
dustry.

Fred Wehrenberg, pioneer movie 
theater owner who built the first 
theater in St. Louis exclusively 
for motion pictures, died last 
night of pneumonia at St. An- 


thony’s Hospital. He was 68 years 
old and had been in ill health 
several months. 

Mr. Wehrenberg was a black- 
smith and a grocer before he 
opened a “nickelodeon” in a for- 
mer bakery shop at 1953 Cherokee 
street in 1906. The establishment, 
called the “Cherokee Theater,” 
seated 89 customers on straight- 
back kitchen chairs. Business was 
so good that the following year 
Mr. Wehrenberg opened the “Best 
Tent Theater“ at Jefferson av- 
enue and Cherokee street, alter- 
nating films with stage shows. 
He built the “Best Theater” on 
that site in 1910. The theater, 
with 224 seats, was the first in 
the city showing movies exclu- 
sively. 

From that start, Mr. Wehren- 
berg developed a chain of South 
St. Louis theaters, including the 
“Cinderella,” 2735 Cherokee street, 
where he maintained offices. His 
recent holdings included 10 con- 
ventional théaters and three new 
“drive-in” establishments. 

Mr. Wehrenberg was a former 
president of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of America, a 
national association. He also was 
a former president of the Motion 
Picture Theater Owners of St. 
Louis, Eastern Missouri and Sou- 
thern Illinois. In 1940 Mr. Weh- 
renberg was a witness against 
John P. Nick, movie union czar, 
who was convicted of racketeer- 
ing and sentenced to prison. Mr. 
Wehrenberg was a Spanish-Amer- 
ican War Veteran, and a vice- 
president and director of the Jef- 
ferson-Gravois Bank.

“Consolidated directive number 
one” notified the Army, Navy and 
Air Force that its officers must 
submit any information they in- 
tend to make public in speeches, 
articles, interviews or similar mat- 
ter for “security, policy and pro- 
priety review.” The order was the 
first issued by Frye following 
Johnson's consolidation of all pub- 
lic information activities of the 
armed services. 

In his reply to Pride, Frye called 
attention to a memorandum he 
had sent to secretaries of the 
armed services on April 31. It 
said: 

“Pending final ratification of 
the North Atlantic pact, it is im- 
proper for military personnel to 
discuss this matter publicly except 
under the most unusual circum- 
stances and then only after ex- 
plicit policy clearance. It is re- 
quested that all personnel under 
your jurisdiction refrain from 
public speeches or writings on the 
North Atlantic pact without spe- 
cific clearance in each instance 
by this office.” 

This memorandum,was cited by 
Frye in an effort to show Pride 
just what types of subject matter 
must be cleared with Johnson’s 
office before being released. 

The Associated Press said Frye 
asserted the recent order imposed 
no additional restraints on free- 
dom of military personnel to talk.

FORT WAYNE, Ind., May 7 
(UP) — The Allen county home 
physician today blamed “politics” 
for “many” of the 29 deaths at 
the home in the last 34 days. 

Dr. Noah Zehr, county-appointed 


Doctor Indicates Indiana 


doctor for the home, said “both 
parties are responsible.” 

“Neither political party is more 
to blame than the other, but the 
political aspect has meant that 
people got key jobs because of 
party affiliation and not because 
nf N qualifications,” Dr. Zehr 
said. 

He said insufficient funds might 
have contributed to the deaths, 
but hat it was “even more likely” 
that the personnel were not quali- 
fied for their jobs. 

“They should have trained ad- 
ministrators to plan the diet,” he 
said. “Instead, too much of the 
choice of personnel is based sole- 
ly on party affiliations.” 

The patients who died were 
among about 300 aged inmates at 
the home, 

William E. Roussey, president 
of the Allen county commission- 
ers, said it had been reported that 
a “flu epidemic” caused the wave 
of deaths. He said an official 
investigation was under way to 
find out. 

Roussey said all of the deaths 
had been reportedly from natural 
causes, but that “it seems very 
unusual.“ 

Dr. Zehr indicated that he 
thought undernourishment had 
been the chief reason for the 
deaths. 

“It sort of knocked us over,” 
he said. 

Three or four more of the pa- 
tients in the home are likely to 
die, Dr. Zehr said. 

Enlow Dissler, superintendent of 
the home, said he didn’t think the 
string of deaths was anything 
alarming. 

“It’s much better now. We lost 
a few people, but they all were 
very old. All died natural deaths,” 
Dissler said. 

Dr. Zehr said the problem of 
malnutrition in the home was the 
result of giving inexperienced peo- 
ple the job of “running the big- 
gest boarding house” in Fort 
Wayne. 

Inspectors of the Indiana Board 
of Health were at the home last 
week and were expected to give 
recommendations to state officials. 


FAIL TO SETTLE 
ORGANIZING FIGHT 


Officers of the ‘Retail Clerks’ 
Union and the Teamsters’ -Union, 
both affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, failed to 
reach an agreement yesterday in a 
dispute which caused the clerks 
to be locked out of the office of 
the recently organized Department 
Store Council, 

Vernon <A. Housewright and 
Samuel Meyers, international] pres- 
ident and vice president, respec- 
tively, of the clerks’ union, left 
the council meeting after 20 
minutes. Housewright declared the 
Retail Clerks’ Union would con- 
tinue to organize clerks in down- 
town department stores. 

Meyers said he considered the 
status of the council the same as 
before his union was locked out. 
“No one has the legal right to 
change the status quo without per- 
mission of the clerks themselves,” 
he stated. 

Harold J. Gibbons, secretary of 
Teamsters’ Local 688, said his 
union had refused to change its 
position. He has announced a plan 
to enro]] several thousand fbod 
store clerks, now members of the 
Retail Clerks’ Union. He reiter- 
ated that the clerks’ union no 
longer was considered: part of the 
council. 

The teamsters’ action is in re- 
taliation for West coast raids by 
the clerks’ organization on team- 
ster personnel, Gibbons said.

Missouri Synod Presidents 


Call for Lay-Clergy Confer- 


ences to Plan Federation. 


A resolution calling for confer- 
ences of pastors and laymen of 
the 18 Lutheran Church bodies in 
the United States and Canada 


with a view of eventual formation 


of a federation of Lutheran 
Church bodies, was adopted unani- 
mously yesterday by the College 
of Presidents of the Lutheran 
Church, Missouri Synod. 

The resolution was adopted as 
the three-day spring meeting of . 
the College of Presidents ended. 
Presidents of the Missouri Synod's 
32 districts in the United States 
and Canada attended the meeting 
at Holy Cross Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church Hall, 3636 South 
Jefferson avenue. 

Expressing “profound distress 
over Lutheran disunity” and a 
“willingness to co-operate in ef- 
forts to achieve Lutheran unity,” 
the resolution proposed that the 
conferences of pastors and laymen 
be held “to establish existing 
agreement and to remove existing 
differences for the purpose of 
bringing about unity of Christian 
faith and fellowship” among Lu- 
therans. 

It called upon the Rev. Dr. John 
W. Behnken, president of the Mis- 
souri Synod, to approach leaders 
of all the other Lutheran church 
bodies in America with a proposal 
for the formation of an “inter- 
Lutheran committee” to arrange 
the suggested conferences. 

The suggestion of layman par- 
ticipation in the conferences was 
said by a spokesman for the Mis- 
souri Synod to be an innovation 
in the thinking of all Lutheran 
bodies. He termed the proposal a 
“realistic approach to the cultiva- 
tion of unity in American Lu- 
theranism” and added that it, in 
effect, disavowed recent proposals 
made by other Lutheran church 
bodies calling for organic union. 
“The Missouri Synod,” Dr. Behn- 
ken said, in commenting upon the 
resolution, “always has supported 
the right of laymen to have a 
voice in the councils of the church, 
Laymen must understand the prob- 
lems involved in Lutheran union 
and must help to solve them. 

“All of us recognize that Luther- 
an union can be achieved only 
through Lutheran unity based on 
the Scriptures. Let us, pastors 
and laymen together, sit down at 
the conference table and meet our 
differences head-on. That is the 
way to move forward.”

N Wednesday night I attended 
(): meeting of the International 

League for the Rights of Man. 
There must have been about 100 
people at Freedom House where 
we met, and Dr. John Humphrey, 
head of the secretariat of the Hu- 
man Rights Division, and some of 
his assistants were present. Adolf 
A. Berle presided. 

The objective was to draw out 
some of the thinking in these 
various international organizations 
represented on points that would 
come up for discussion in the 
writing of the covenant on human 
rights.

ONE GROUP was most anxious 
to have the covenant include 
everything that was in the decla- 
ration, saying that to arouse the 
imagination of peoples of the 
world one must aim high. 

Another group felt that a first 
covenant would have less chance 
of ratification if it included too 
many of the controversial points 
that are in the declaration and 
that the objective should be to get 
a first convention adhered to by 
as Many nations as possible. The 
discussion ranged over a variety 
of questions and I hope that those 
present gained some satisfaction 
out of their meeting.

OR some strange reason, part- 

score contracts are regarded 

with contempt by many ‘less- 
than-expert. players, who do not 
seem to care very much whether 
it is their own side or their oppo- 
nents who play the hand at low 
levels. 

This is an indefensible policy! 
Bridge is not exclusively a game 
of quick, enormous profits, The 
player who lets the enemy make 
(say) two hearts, when he himself 
could easily have made two 
spades, has not merely tossed 
away about 220 points—he has 
given himself a reputation which 
may come home to roost. His 
partner, and his opponents who 
will be his partners sooner or 
later, will inevitably overbid, per- 
haps without consciously meaning 
to, in order to “compensate” for 
his lack of competitiveness, and 
the results will scarcely be favor- 
able! 

Let’s look at East’s too-typical 
bidding in this deal:

OLDEN brown, thin, tender 
Greed rhubarb raisin dump- 
lings make a dessert as much 
in tune with spring meals as is 
possible to find. The piquant 
(wake-you-up tang) is one of its 
desirable features. The color is 
inviting, and while there: are 
calories and substance to it, it 
be counted heavy. The 
cut down on the sugar, 
mellow the flavor of the rhubarb 
slightly and make a valuable food 
contribution of their own. 

It will save work to serve this 
dessert in your right-sized shallow 
ovenware glass baking dish. Just 
place the hot bubbling dumplings 
on some pretty platter and dip 
them out right at the table. The 
sight and fragrance will revive the 
appetites of all present. The 
dumplings are really beautiful if 
care is used in assembling them. 
Cut neat squares out of the stiff 
pastry dough and don’t be afraid 
to use a ruler to measure them 
accurately and mark them out 
straight. Heap the mixture neatly 
in the center of the squares and 
be generous with filling and pack 
rather firmly. ' 

Then bring the corners of dough 
together over the filling neatly so 
that they slightly overlap. Then 
be just as particular about plac- 
ing them in the baking dish. The 
dumplings must look neat and 
pretty even in the raw state, or it 
won't have glamour when cooked. 
And last of all have in mind 
both the baking and serving time 
so that they are just right to serve 
when dessert tim; rolls around. 
There is even considerable syn- 
chronization in this business of 
cooking. 

Rhubarb Raisin Dumpling. 

Plain pastry for double crust 
pie, two and one-half cups finely 
cut rhubarb, one cup seedless 
raisins, one cup sugar, three 
tablespoons lemon juice, one-half 
teaspoon grated lemon rind, one 
tablespoon butter. 

Roll all the pastry out to a 
rectangle 10 by 20 inches. A good 
way to obtain a rectangle is to 
roll dough in just two directions 
Cut the pastry into eight squares. 
Combine rhubarb with all the 
other ingredients except butter 
and divide it into eight even por- 
ons and heap in the middle of 
the squares. Dot each mound 
with butter. Bring corners of 
dough up over the fruit and hold 
by sticking a tooth pick down 
through the overlapped corners of 
dough. Place in a rectangular 
glass baking dish 12 by 7 and one- 
half inches. Bake in a hot oven 
(425 degrees) for the first 15 min- 
utes, then reduce to a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) and continue 
baking it to a rich golden brown 
and the fhubarb is thoroughly 
cooked. Remove tooth picks. 
Serve warm. Makes six to eight 
servings.

How It Started

60 W HEN the moon turns to 


green cheese“ — that is, of 
course, never, as we use 
the words today. 

This popular saying to express 
the idea of improbability is the 
endproduct of a witticism first ex- 
pressed over 400 years ago. How- 
ever, it is really much more simple 
to understand than some amateur 
etymologists would make it. 

First of all, “green cheese” here 
is no allusion to color, but to the 
sense of green as fresh. The com- 
parison of the new moon to a 
cheese just made, before it has 
had time to age, a green cheese, 
would be understandable, and no 
one can deny that this might once 
have been the thought in some- 
one’s mind. In that case the say- 
ing would not signify never, but 
“when there is a new moon.” How- 
ever, there is nothing in the orig- 
inal use of the combination of 
the moon and green cheese to 
substantiate this idea. 

The first record of “green 
cheese,” in allusion to the moon, 
is in the celebrated work, “Ad- 
agia,” published by the Dutch 
scholar, Erasmus, in the year 1508. 
These are the words of Erasmus: 
“He made his friends believe that 
the moon is made of green 
cheese.” 

Translating this into “He made 
his friends believe that the moon 
is made of new cheese,” you have 
plainly, it would seem, an original 
expression of improbability, not 
a reference to the advent of the 
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Solution of Yesterday's Puzzle
